SELF-STYLED LEADERS OF THE NEGRO RACE 


The inconsistency of these kind 
of leaders is so glaring and over¬ 
bearing that one looses patience 
in dealing with them. Such char¬ 
acters are usually over sensitive 
and go around continually with 
a chip on their shoulder and when 
it is knocked off they set up 
a howl that it was done account 
of their color. One day they are 
working to have the color line 
drawn, and the next day they 
are complaining because someone 
took them at their word. In this 
city inconsistency is the chief char¬ 
acteristic of these self-styled leaders. 
They are so anxious to keep them¬ 
selves in the lime-light that they 
are willing to close the door of 
hope to the entire race, if they 
can but acheive that result. 

Last week, these self-styled 
leaders were holding meetings to 
protest against somebody draw¬ 
ing the color line in the sale of a 
pair of gloves. This week they 
are chasing around town to have 
the color line drawn during the 
visit of President Taft to this 
city. In order to get in the lime 
light, these same self styled leaders 
have made the discovery that 
they can't stand on the streets or 
go in public buildings with the 
other people and see the president 
as they have always done hereto¬ 
fore, but must have special arrange¬ 
ments made because they are Ne¬ 
groes. 

The President must be sent to 
a Negro church for their special 
benefit. Why haven't the Jews, 
Irish, Germans or Mexicans made 
similar requests? It is the duty 
of the intelligent, thoughtful Ne¬ 


groes of this city to see to it that 
nothing of the kind is done. 

This is Los Angeles, not Atlanta, 
Georgia nor New Orleans, Louis¬ 
iana. Negroes have and always 
have had free access to all places 
where public speaking has been 
held in this city and no one has 
ever thought of discriminating 
against them. 

During the visits of Presidents 
McKinley, Roosevelt and Taft, Ne¬ 
groes were among the hearers with¬ 
in a few feet of the stand where 
they were speaking without caus¬ 
ing any protest whatever. The 
seats in the auditoriums during 
public speakings are as free to 
Negroes as they are to any one 
else, and all he has to do is to take 
the first vacant seat he reaches. 
Now a few Negroes have grown 
tired of having the race treated 
as citizens and are out trying to 
draw the color line on themselves 
in the parks and public places. 

On Senator Clapp's recent visit 
to this city, he spoke at the Mason 
Opera House; the finest in this 
city and when the doors were 
thrown open Negroes walked in 
taking seats wherever they found 
them and not one thought of pro¬ 
testing against such a thing because 
the Negroes were interested in 
what the Senator had to say. 

The people here are well satis- 
held with present conditions and 
are willing that the Negro should 
share his rights of citizenship. 
Have the negroes the manhood to 
assist the other people in perpet¬ 
uating the existing conditions by 
putting the small self-seeking, in¬ 
consistent Negro in his place? 

We shall see. 


THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION AND THE PUL- 
MAN CAR PORTERS. 


The game of hold up that the 
millionaire sleeping car owners 
force their porters to play, is 
wrong in principal and prejudicial 
to the service as it affects the 
travelling public. When a rail¬ 
road porter is employed, he is 
given thirty-five dollars per month 
with which he must live and 
dress neatly; and as it takes 
about all of his salary to furnish 
board, clothes and incidental ex¬ 
penses, he is given to understand 
that money to care for those de¬ 
pendent upon him or to lay aside 
for a wet day, must be secured by 
holding up the passengers that 
fall into his hands. The. method 
is politely known as taking tips. 
The passenger soon learns that 
the porter must have a hand-out, 
whether he is able to give it or not, 
if he wants good service. In this 
tipping business, the principal is 
the same, only differing in the 
methods the pu liman porter is 
forced to adopt, and those adopted 
by the armed foot pads. Leaving 
the moral effect entirely out of 
the question, the viciousness of 
the practice ought to condemn it. 
In this way the sleeping car mag¬ 
nates play the same game on the 
public that a slave holder once 
played upon his neighbors by giv¬ 
ing his slaves to understand that 
he would furnish them clothes, 
but they, the slaves, must live by 
pilfering from the neighboring plan¬ 
tations. 

While regulating freight rates 
and other railroad matters, it 
wouldn’t be a bad thing for the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
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to regulate the pay of the 80,000 
puliman car porters. To the end 
that the passengers be forced to 
pay but one fare and the porters 
relieved of the necessity of play¬ 
ing the part of hold up men. What 
is needed is a fixed salary for 
sleeping car porters, say $75 to 
$100 per month, salaries being 
regulated b} r the length of time in 
the service and make “tipping” 
unlawful. This is doubtless with¬ 
in the power of the commission, 
and such regulations would not 
only meet the approval of the travel¬ 
ing public, but would add to the 
efficiency of the service by elevat¬ 
ing the moral tone of the employees. 


Will the railroad porters please 
inform the editor of this journal 
whether there is a publication, 
published anywhere in this country 
by the railroad porters or supported 
by them known as the National 
Railroad Porter's Magazine? 

From time to time this question 
is put to us by business men who 
claim that they have paid for 
advertising space in the said jour¬ 
nal, but never see it and are unable 
to find any one who knows of its 
existence. As we have been un¬ 
able to furnish the information, 
we would like the porters of the 
various sections of the country 
to answer this question. The 
columns of this journal are open 
to their^ reply. If there is such 
publication, the porters will render 
the public as well as themselves 
a valuable service by making its 
existence known.

RACES FORM PEACE 
COMPACT 

Blacks and Whites of Slidell, La., 
Make Agreement That There Shall 
Be No Race War in Town, and 
That All Differences Shall Be 
Settled by Arbitration. 


Special to the New York Age. 

New Orleans, Aug. 29.—Negroes 
and whites of Slidell, La., a lum¬ 
ber town directly across Lake Pon- 
chartrain from New Orleans have 
drawn up and signed a formal 
treaty wherein it is agreed that there 
never shall be a race war in the 
town, but that all differences be¬ 
tween the races shall be submitted 
to arbitration. 

This unusual compact came as 
a result of the attitude of the 
Negroes toward the murder of 
James Smith, a policeman, at a 
dance hall. The policeman was 
killed by a Negro or Negroes. A 
posse is in search of the murderers 
and in it are a number of black 
residents. 

This afternoon the Negroes met 
at their Odd Fellow’s hall and adopt¬ 
ed resolutions which close as fol¬ 
lows:— 

Resolved, That we, the colored 
citizens of Slidell, do solemnly 
register our disapproval of the mur¬ 
der and do hereby tender our 
assistance to the officials of Slidell 
in bringing to justice the culprit 
or culprits who perperated the 
atrocious crime. Be it further 

Resolved, That we extend to the 
bereaved family our hearty sym¬ 
pathy in the hour of their affliction. 

Resolved, further that the thanks 
of this town are tendered to the 
white citizens for the able manner 
in which peace and harmony be¬ 
tween the whites and blackes have 
been preserved. 

The drawing of the treaty by 
blacks and whites followed. The 
gist of the treaty* is that it is the 
sense of residents, both white and 
Negro, “that all conflicts and acts 
of violence between blacks and 
whites are severly condemned, and 
that all friction arising between* 
members of the two races shall 
be submitted to the committee 


for settlement.” 

Slidell has 3,000 residents, about 
equally divided. Its chief industry 
is.the creosoting of lumber.

MR. HARRY M. MITCHELL 


The well known real estate man 
and promotor who has thrown 
open the new subdivision, Lin- 
wood Acres, is kept busy show¬ 
ing prospective buyers over that 
tract. Mr. Mitchell is the first 
real estate man to secure control 
of vacant. tracts of land, subdi¬ 
vide them and throw them open 
to colored people. Previous to 
the entry of the colored real es¬ 
tate men it was difficult for colored 
people in many cases to purchase 
homes in desirable localities. This 
had the affect of keeping many 
colored people homeless. The com¬ 
ing of the colored real estate men 
changed the whole situation. 
Through their agency desirable pro¬ 
perty was thrown open to colored 


people in every section of the 
city, as the result the purchas¬ 
ing of homes by colored people 
went forward by leaps and bounds 
till now our people own more than 
four thousand homes. 

Only a short time ago Mr. Mit¬ 
chell secured control of the Furlong 
Tract, subdivided it and put it 
on the market. At the time he 
placed it on the market, the 
whole tract was worth possibly 
$20,000. It is now the seat of a 
thriving community, with a school 
a church and several business 
houses and what was then cheap 
vacant propertv is now worth 
$250,000. 

In this Lin wood Acres deal, Mr. 
Mitchell is backed by Mr. Mar¬ 
shall Stimson, a Avell known and 
popular young lawyer and real 
estate man of this city. When 
it was stated that $30,000 in cash 
was the part of the amount necessary 
to swing the deal, Mr. Stimson 
handed Mr. Mitchell his check 
for that sum, which made it pos¬ 
sible for him to get possession of 
that fine tract of land. 

Mr. Stimson is one of the com¬ 
missioners of the Panama Exposi¬ 
tion to be held in 1915, and is 
well known and popular through¬ 
out the state for the interest he 
takes in public affairs. 

Mr. W. H. Smith a well known 
colored money lender is also as¬ 
sociated with Mr. Mitchell and 
is tract agent. 

The Colored Baptist people of 
this city have already purchased 
five acres of the tract for an old 
folk’s home. On the tract is a 
seven room cottage and a flowing 
artesian well, the price paid was 
$6,500.

‘‘NOT YOUR PROBLEMS BUT 
OUR PROBLEMS.” 

In his address before the Minis- 
teral Union of the M. E. Church, 
Rev. E. W. Kenchin made some 
very significant remarks; among 
which he said: . “I am rather tired 
of having gentlemen, when dis¬ 
cussing questions relating to 
the Negro race, to say ‘Your pro¬ 
blem this and your problem that.’ 
We, the Negroes, have no problems 
other than those we have in com¬ 
mon with the white citizens of 
this country.” 

“The problems that are before 
the white people for solution, are 
not youi- problems, but our pro¬ 
blems—-the problems of the black 
as well as the white people. As 
American citizens, we are one and 
the problems confronting us are 
our problems. If the black citi¬ 
zens of this country are not what 
they should be it is the common 
duty of all to unitedly face the 
problem and solve it. So this 
phrase ‘vour problem’ has no place 
in our struggle for a higher and 
nobler national life. 

The struggle to lift up the weak 
and lowly in this country is as 
much, if not more the problem of 
the high than the low, the strong 
than the weak.” 

These are the expressions of 
a broad and noble sentiment and 
the sooner the white people take 
this view of the problems confront¬ 
ing the country, the sooner they 
will be solved. The tendency of 
the white people to shift every 
unpleasant load upon the shoulders 
of the black people, is working 
a hardship upon the latter with¬ 
out benefiting the former. As a 
result the colored man is daily 
made the scrape goat for white 
man’s misdeeds. 

Take the Compton murder case 
far instance:—as soon as the mur¬ 
der was made known, some one 


saw or imagined he saw, a negro 
pass along the public road some 
time during the day. That was 
all that was necessary to fasten 
the crime upon him, and the news 
was heralded broadcast over the 
land that a Negro had outraged 
and murdered a white woman. 
The fact that white men had been 
passing the place all day, and a 
white man lived on the place, 
no suspicion whatever arrested 
upon them, but the crime was 
charged to a Negro and armed 
white men threatening vengeance, 
scoured the country in search of 
any Negro whom they might meet. 
As a result the real culprit, undis¬ 
turbed, is quietly following his 
usual occupation. If a white man 
had been caught coming out of 
the house with his clothes covered 
with blood he would have been 
given the benefit of the doubt and 
spoken of by the newspapers as 
held under “suspicion or the “al¬ 
leged murderer.” But the Negro 
who passed or is supposed to have 
passed the place where the murder 
was committed was absolutely 
charged with the crime, although 
the persons who saw him took his 
measurement, the thickness of his 
lips, the color of his skin and the 
musical sound of his voice, are not 
reported as having seen upon his 
clothing a drop of blood—a most 
remarkable incident. When it is 
understoood that the lady put up 
a terriffic struggle for her life. 

Let us as American citizens in 
a brave, fair, candid way unitedly 
face the problems confronting our 
common country and solve them 
in a manner that will elevate all.

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WHAT EVERYBODY SHOULD 

KNOW ABOUT THE PUBLIC 
SCHOOLS 

It is gratifying to taxpayers that 
the legislators have accomplished 
certain defintite results to advance 
the cause of public school educa¬ 
tion. This, with the recent bond 
election in Los Angeles carried by 
an overwhelming majority and 
thereby providing means to 
secure $1,720,000 for the purchase 
of real estate and building of new 
schools, gives an added stimulant 
to the situation. 

Everybody should digest the fol¬ 
lowing extracts, as passed by our 
law-makers in Sacramento: 

Regarding vaccination, approved 
March 7, 1911, chapter 134, sec¬ 
tion 2 A. 

The school trustees or directors in 
each school shall furnish guardian, 
parent or person opposed to vac¬ 
cination a blank whereon they 
sign their opposition to the prac¬ 
tice, and the child escapes vaccina¬ 
tion. 


Sections of the Political Code 
relating to the taking of a school 
census were repealed, to take effect, 
March 31, 1911. 

Chapter 703, Sec. 1: Third— 
“To purchase textbooks of the 
State Series for the use of pupils 
whose parents are unable to pur¬ 
chase them; the books so furnished 
to belong to the school district; 
and kept in the district school 
library when not in use. School 
jurniture, including organs and 
pianos and apparatus, and such 
other things as may be necessary 
for the use of schools, etc. 7 ’ Fourth 
—“To grant the use of school build¬ 
ups or grounds for public, literary, 
scientific, recreational or educa¬ 
tional meetings, or for the dis¬ 
cussion of matters of general or 
public interest, upon such terms 
and conditions as said trustees or 
boards of education may deem 
proper,” etc. 24th To ” provide 
for the transportation of pupils 
wherever in their judgment such 
transportation of pupils is advis¬ 
able . . . . and shall not cost 

the district more than fifteen cents 
per pupil transported per day.”
